Submit yourfelves to every ordinance of man for the Lord’s fake : whether 
it be to the king, as fupreme; or unto governors, as unto them who are 
Sent by him for the panifbment of evil doers, and for the praife of them 
that do well. For fois the will of God, that with well doing ye may 
put to filence the ignorance of foolifh men. 1 Pet. ii. 13—15. 


THE hard terms on which a Chriftian muft exift in this world 
are a ftriking evidence of the univerfal depravity of mankind. 
He mutt fuffer perfecution, bear his crofs, and be hated of the 
world. This is not becaufe his works are evil, but becaufe they 
are good. Indeed, the powerful tendency in Chriftianity to pro- 
mote happinefs among men, is a fufficient proof of its divine orig- 
inal, Were all men Chriftians, human mifery would even here 
in a great meafure ceafe to exift; human happinefs would be un- 
fpeakably augmented ; all the forrows arifing out of mutual ag- 
greflion would be prevented, and the bleflings of peace and good 
will enjoyed. The Chrifian refrains from injury, gives that 
treatment he wifhes to obtain, and ftrains every nerve to benefit 
mankind... Even as things are, he does much good. He isa 
good father, hufband, child, mafter, or fervant. Thofe laws and 
inftitutions which render this world habitable by reftraining out- 
rage, have his approbation and fupport, though his own conduct 
needs them not ; the good of the difobedient themfelves, and his 
own fecurity do. Hence he is a good fubject, and, fhould he be 
called to it, an upright magiftrate. ~ 

That Chriftianity is powerful to form the beft fubjeé, the paf-. 
fage before us abundantly proves. The apoftle, in the former 
part of this letter, had ftated the bafis of all holy conduct in the 
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gofpel which endures for ever; which having founded a folid 
hope, purifies the heart and life as the object of the hope is pure. 


Having done fo, he ftates the duties of holinefs both generally 
and {pecially Among thofe, the Chriftian’s duty as a /uljed is 


ftated and enforced. 
«¢ Submit yourflelves to every ordinance of man for the Lord’s 


fake: whether it be to the king, as fupreme ; or unto governors, 
as unto them who are fent by him for the punifhment of evil 
doers, and for the praife of them that do well.” 

In thefe words Rulers are denominated the “ ordinance of 
man,” becaufe men appoint them; in Rom. xiii, 3. they are 
named the “ ordinance of God,” becaufe he fanétions the intfti- 
tuion,”and commands his people to fubmit. This fubmiffion is 
not limited to any one form of government, but muft extend to 
every ordinance of man, Of this fort. Nor-is fubmiffion to. be fuf- 
pended till the mode by which power was attained be fcrutinized, 
and the rulers’ right to govern afcertained. Were this to be ad- 
mitted ; before the matters could be adjufted, the world would 
ceafe to be habitable. Hence the fubjection is required to “ the 
powers that be.” Rom. xiii. 2. 

This fubjection is, “ For the Lord’s fake.” It can include 
riothing. which he forbids; though the lawful commands of rulers 
be the rule of the conduét, the injunction of God is the reafon. 
This fubmiffion to human ordinances, to civil rulers includes, 

1. Obedience to the commands of magiftrates for the Lord’s fake. 
This obedience is exprefsly commanded. Tit. ii. 1. *¢ Put them 
in mind to obey magiltrates.” It excludes all refiftance. Rom. 
xii. 3. * He who refifteth the power refifteth the ordinance of 
God.”? It muft be ready, hearty, and cheerful. It is for the 
Lord’s fake ; and whatever is fo muft be done Acartily. For the 
fame reafon it muft not be eye fubmiffion ; but faithful. But 
fhould the ruler’s commands oppofe thofe of God, as has fome- 
times happened, one cannot then obey them for the Lord’s fake, 
but on this very a€eount muft refufe them. Approved examples - 
alfo, evince this. 

When Shadrach, Mefhach, and Abednego were enjoined to 
worfhip an idol, they faid, “‘ O king, we are not careful to anfwer 
thee in this matter—be it known unto thee, we will not ferve thy 
gods, nor worfhip the image which thou haft fet up.” When 
Daniel was commanded to refrain from worfhipping God, he 
would neither refrain nor hide his refufal of the mandate. Peter 
and John, once and again, when forbidden to preach in the name 
of Jefus, anfwered, * We mult obey God rather than man.” In 
fuch cafes the Chriftian is commanded, “ Fear not them who 
Kill the body, and ‘after-that have no more which they can do, 
but fear him who can deftroy both foul and body in hell.” Un- 
lef, this were duty, there could:be no perfecution for righteoufnefs’ 
fake, no refifting unto blood ftriving againft fin. But, as this 
refufal ought to be firm, fo it ought to be refpectful, accompanied 
with a ftatement of the reafon of refufal, and a declaration of

readinefs to obey in matters not finful. It was only in this mat- 
ter the three children refufed. It was only in the matter of 
‘“‘ his God,” Daniel’s enemies could find any thing to allege 


again him. The apolties had no reafon for refufal, fave that 


they might “ obey God rather than man.” As the obedience 
then, fo alfo the refufal muft be “ for the Lord’s fake.” If fo, 
it can never be on a feigned pretence of confcience. It can never 
exift except in real cafes of confcientious difficulty. The Chrift- 
ian will be careful that his condué flow not from ignorance or 
humour ; as his ftated obedience is for the Lord’s fake, occafional 
refufal muft be on the fame principles. 

2. This fubmiffion includes the payment of tribute for the Lord’s 
fake. This is exprefsly enjoined. Rom. xiii. 6. “ Render tribute 
to whom tribute is due.’ Indeed it is included in the obedience 
above defcribed ; for tribute is neceflary to enable the ruler to 
put his commands in force ; nay, he muft demand what is necef- 
fary, and by the community appointed for this purpofe; and the 
anfwering of this demand is obedience. As it is exprefsly en- 
joined, fo it is highly reafonable. The ruler preferves order in 
fociety, without which men would be like the fifhes of the fea ; 
the ftronger would opprefs and prey on the weaker. Pay tribute, 
fays the apoftle, for the magiffrate is a terror to evil doers, and a 
praife to them that do well. Thus he is the “ minifter of God to 
thee for good.” If then we prize the happinefs of mankind 
around us; if. we prize our own quiet and comfort; we are 
bound thus to pay tribute. The afpect of magiltracy is benign 
to the Chriftian ; he will not incur the fanctions of the laws by 
committing aggreflions on others, and thus, he is defended from 
injury by them. 

This payment of tribute: muft not be deferred till the propriety 
of th s for which it is demanded be decided, or the propriety 
of the*uantity fixed. So to defer it would often defeat its end ; 
the delay, in the mean time, would be rebellion or difobedience. 
The office of the magiftrate would be undone; every fubject 
would be judge in his own caufe ; many would be partial. Dzif- 
ferences mutt arife, deftructive anarchy muft enfue. In the par- 
ticular cafes in which the apoftles command it, the application and 
fums were as exceptionable as they can be again; yet, then as 
ftill, the payment of tribute was to be made for the Lord’s fake. 
“ Ye mult be /ubjef not only for wrath but for confcience fake.” 
« For this caufe,”’ i. e. for confcience fake, feeing the ruler is a 
divine ordinance and the minifter of God to thee for good, “ pay 
ye tribute alfo.”” ‘If this be for the Lord’s fake, it muft be done 
cheerfully. Whatever is done for his fake, as faid above, muft be 
to done. ‘* Whatfoever ye do, do it deartily as unto the Lord.” 
Obedience to God cannot exift unlefs the heart be engaged ; for 
whilft men regard the outward appearance, he looks to the heart. 
The neceflity of this cheerfulnefs appears alfo in the good which 
the Chriftian derives from government. ‘The ruler is the fervant 
of God, employed for his good. Indeed, much calamity in the 
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world is prevented, mitigated or fhortened “ for the elect’s fake.” 
They are the falt of the earth. Has then our heavenly Father 
employed certain fervants or officers for our good, and fhall we 
not cheerfully pay to them that fum which he has appointed ? 
How inconfiftent then, with true Chriftianity, are all inftances of 
defrauding the revenue; and alfo all murmurings on this fub- 
ject ! 

" 3. This precept requires that rulers be honoured “ for the 
Lord’s fake.”” The names given them im fcripture teach us this : 
—The ordinance of God, the minifler of God. This defign of the 
office is honourable. To reward thofe who do well, to reftrain 
the vicious—for good to mankind, efpecially to the excellent ones 
of the earth. The command of God alfo is exprefs, ** Honour 
the king,” or other chief magiftrate. 

‘This honour, no doubt, comprifes that obedience before ex- 
plained, and alfo the payment of tribute ; but it furely extends te 
refpect and deference. This refpeét muft dwell in the mind in 
fincerity. The magiftrate muft be thought and accounted of, as 
the ordinance of God, for the public good and for our benefit. 
Alfo in all opportunities of intercourfe with him, it muft be evinced 
by a conduct naturally expreflive of fuch fentiments. This honour 
forbids all reproachful language concerning rulers. It is an old 
command, “ thou fhalt not {peak evil of he ruler of thy people.” 
The tendency of that would be to difhonour them ; to diminifh 
their authority, and prevent thy good intended by their office. 
It on the fame account forbids the prefumptuous or reproachful 
cenfure of public meafures. Of many of thefe, Chriftians in gen- 
eral cannot be competent judges, even had they a right to ceniure, 
which is not the cafe. Some of old who made a great noife 
againft thofe high in rank, are ftigmatized becaufe not afraid to 
“‘ {peak evil of dignities.” For fo doing, they are charged as 
“ {peaking evil of what they know not,” yet comruptistiithem. 
felves in the plaineft things. That is, abfurdly fetting up to be 
reformers of ftates, and rulers, whilft unable to govern themfelves, 
or refrain from gluttony, drunkennefs, and abominable lewdnefs : 
—fetting up for patrons of liberty, while they and their difciples 
are the molt abjeé flaves of fin, But if, as the apoftles Jude and 
Peter fay, angels in contending with Satan faid no more than 
‘“¢ the Lord rebuke thee,”” how prefumptuous is it to {peak evil of 
the ruler of the people! *Tis not meant to fay, that public meaf- 
ures are always faultlefs ; or that Chriftians mult be blind to their 
faults. . But that ftill they are not te make them matter of public 
reproach, fo as to mar the utility of the magiftrate’s office. Should 
it be faid that a magiftrate may become inéolerad/e in his office, I 
aniwer, I am not treating of the duties of parliaments and nations 
in their collective capacity ; but of the duty of individual Chrift- 
ians as fubjects. This is clearly taught in the word of God, 
whilft the former is not fo fully illuftrated. 

4- The Chriftian’s duty to rulers, includes prayer for them. 
We have feen that the nature and end of the office demand fincere 
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obedience, refpeét, and good will. Now the natural way for a 
Chriftian to exprefs this, is prayer to God in their behalf. While 
the good will of others can.confer no benefit above their own lim- 
ited powers, the Chriftian endeavours to engage the power of 
Omnipotence in behalf of his rulers. This is a fruit of the law 
of God written in his heart, for this law fays, 1 Tim. ii. 1. . « T 
exhort firft of all, that fupplications, prayers, interceffions, and 
giving of thanks, be made for all men, for kings and all who are 
in authority, &c.”” The objeé of thefe prayers is two-fold; one 
is, that rulers may anfwer the ends of their office, efpecially to 
Chriftians.—That they may prove to us for good ; for the great- 
eft good which Chriftians can enjoy by their means, i. e. that we 
may have the opportunity of leading quiet and peaceable lives in 
all godlinefs and honefty. Thus to live is the Chriftian’s higheft 
ambition. Indeed, as his prayers may go no higher, it is plainly 
the higheft poffible benefit he can derive from government. When 
this is attained (as at prefent in our own country in a moft enlarg- 
ed degree, ) the ancient promife is fulfilled to the church, “ Kings 
fhall be thy nurfing fathers, &c.” As far as it is attained, it is 
matter of fincere gratitude to God and good will to his minifter. 
Thank/givings in our prayers, are to be made for all who are 
in authority. , 

Another object of thefe prayers is the perfonal falvation of the 
ruler. To this we are prompted by the confideration that God 
wills ‘ all men, (i. e. as the previous words prove, men of all 
claffes) to come to the knowledge of the truth and be faved.” 
Our fympathy with fuch rulers and others, as may yet be deftitute 
of this knowledge and {falvation, is excited, and our hopes in their 
behalf encouraged, from the confideration that “ we ourfelves 

who now rejoice in the falvation) were fome time in the fame 

ate ; and that the happy change was not procured by any good 
thing in us—not by “ works of righteoufnefs which we have 
done,” but by that mercy which is equally fufficient for all, If 
we ate to pray and be thankful for fuch rulers, it is evident, that 
neither difference in religion nor even infidelity difcharges the Chrift- 
ian from allegiance. 

Prayer for thefe objects in behalf of rulers, being neceffary, 
teaghes that both are in the hand of God. However well fuited 
the office of magiftrates be, to promote the benefit of mankind, 
and the comfort of Chriftians,-the fad experience of many horrid 
perfecutions evinces, that unlefs rulers be-over-ruled by the Omnip- 
otent, they may be the moft powerful engines in infli€ting the op- 
pofite calamities. In like manner, refpecting rulers as well as 
others, falvation “ is not of him who willeth, neither of him who 
runneth, but of God who fheweth mercy.” Prayer for rulers, in 
thefe views, is inconfiftent with giving them blafphemous, or even 
falfe and flattering titles, when praying for them.

Letter from Rev. §. Rowley. 


MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


Extract from the Rev. S. Rowley’s Journal, while on 
a Tour on the West Side of Lake-Champlain, 
dated at Grenville, State of New-York, Oct. 25, 
1809, addrefled to the Society. 


Much-refpetted Brethren, 


DOMESTIC and profeffional avocations have hitherto pre- 
vented my writing. You will, therefore, by this time wifh to 
know how I have fpent my time while in your employ. O that 
I could give a better account of myfelf and labours. 

On Monday the firft of May, 1809, I left my little family and 
the dear people of my charge, after having commended them to 
God and to the word of his grace in folemn prayer. I travelled 
principally on the weft fide of Lake Champlain, preaching re- 
peatedly as I went, till I arrived at Plattfburg, where I preached 
feveral lectures. The people heard with ferioufnefs. I alfo fpent 
the Sabbath, being the firft of May, in this place, and preached 
three difcourfes, one of which was addfefled to the youth from 
119th Pfalm, 9th v. They liftened with all attention, and many 
were deeply affected. This was a day never to be forgotten. 
God appeared to blefs the word to the awakening of the carelefs 
and comfort of the faints. 

Monday, 22d, took an affectionate leave of the people, and 
travelled welterly from the Lake, till I arrived at Chateaugay. 
Preached feveral lectures and attended two funerals in thofe parts. 
Spent the Sabbath in Chateaugay. Preached twice, and baptized 
two perfons who appeared to be difciples indeed. And as there 
was no church in the place to which they could join, I gave them 
a certificate of their baptifm. There is fome profpect of a church 
being formed in this place at fome future day. 

I progrefled flowly to the weft, preaching as I went: In my 
way I vifited the little church in Hopkinton; found them in 
union. Preached in different parts of the fettlement with freedom 
and fatisfaétion. 

Lord’s day, June 4th, preached two fermons, one of which 
was a difcourfe to heads of families, from Prov. xxii. 6. This 
was a folemn, melting time. O may the good Lord infpire all 
heads of families with a fpirit of faithfulnefs in the education of 
thofe under their care. 

I travelled to Madrid on the River St. Lawrence, found the 
church in a profperous fituation, and a gradual out-pouring of the 
Holy Spirit, which had continued for more than a year. I 
preached feveral lectures, which were refrefhing feafons. Satur- 
day, 10th, attended a church meeting, aflifted in examining four 
candidates for baptifm, and had an agreeable conference with the 
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brethren. They rejoiced to fee me, as one of their father’s fam- 
ily. Behold how good and how pleafant it is for brethren to dwell to- 
gether in unity ! 

Lord’s day, 11th, preached two fermons, baptized four per- 
fons, and attended a conference. God was with us of a truth. 
The folemn joy of this day my pen cannot defcribe. O may the 
Lord pour down bleffings on his people, and caufe the wildernefs 
to become vocal with the high praifes of our God. After this, I 
{pent fome time in the towns of Ruflell, Dekalb, and Cambray, 
endeavouring to be ‘faithful in teaching the people publickly and 
from houfe to houfe. | 

Tuefday, June 27th, travelled to Afwegatchie, and preached in 

the Court-Houfe to a large and attentive aflembly. In this town 
I found a little band of loving difciples, who had, for a long time, 
maintained the worfhip of God on the Sabbath. A miflionary 
of our denomination had never before vifited them. They great- 
ly rejoiced in the vifit 1 made them. I preached five fermons 
with them, and attended two or three conferences. I found a 
number of them defirous of uniting in church relation. 
. Lord’s day, July 2d, attended a conference early in the morn- 
ing ; heard feveral relate their experience; read, and minutely 
explained the articles of faith and covenant; and gave them 
much inftruction relative to the order, regulations, and difcipline 
of a gofpel church. Then preached two fermons to a crowded 
aflembly. After which, organized a church, and adminiftered 
to them the holy ordinance of the Lord’s fupper. And after 
giving them much exhortation, f took my leave of them, and 
travelled five miles to the Court-Houfe and preached towards 
evening. This was a day folemn, interefting, and I truft never 
to be forgotten. May the good Lord water that little vine plant- 
ed in the wildernefs. 

I next vifited Madrid, and found the work of God in grad- 
ual progreflion. _ In this and adjacent towns I {pent about three 
weeks ; vifiting from houfe to houfe; preaching repeatedly to 
ferious, folemn, and attentive aflemblies ; and adminiftering the 
holy ordinances of the bleffed gofpel. May kind Heaven {mile on 
thefe feeble exertions, for the advancement of the Redeemer’s 
kingdom. | } 

After taking an affectionate leave of the dear people in thefe 
parts, I began to return flowly homewards ; preaching almoft 
every day, and fometimes twice or three times in a day as I went. 
Many of thefe feafons were truly refrefhing. 

Lord’s day, July 30th, preached in Hopkinton, and baptized 
one ; and at evening attended a prayer-meeting. This was a 
good day to my poor heart. Saints and finners evidently felt 
the force of truth. 

Lord’s day, Auguft 6th, preached in Malone to the young 
people. The aflembly was large and gave the utmoft attention. 
I have ftrong hopes that fome feed was this day fown to be gath- 
ered hereafter. My defires for the falvation of immortal fouls 
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began to be unufually ardent. I thought I could fay, Nothing 
too dear to lofe, nothing too hard to undergo, in winning fouls 
to the bleffed Jefus. 

Lord’s day, Auguft 13th, preached in Chateaugay three fer- 
mons, and baptized one perfon. This was one of the moft agree- 
able days of my life. Souls appeared precious, time fhort, the 
judgment near at hand, and religion infinitely important. Saints 
rejoiced, finners trembled, and even infidels found their hearts to 
fail them. All glory to the Lamb. 

Lord’s day, zoth, I fpent in Plattfburg, where the Holy Spirit 
appeared to be at work on the hearts of feveral. The people col- 
lected from various parts; and the aflembly was very large, at- 
tentive, and folemn. I preached to them with great freedom, 
plainnefs, and fatisfaétion. Four perfons came forward, gave 
evidence of their unfeigned faith in Chrift, and followed the lowly 
Jefus into the baptifmal grave. Such views of the worth of fouls, 
and the beauty of the gofpel, I feldom enjoy, as I was favoured 
with on that occafion. 

Auguft 27th, I {pent the Sabbath in Peru. Preached to a nu- 
merous collection of people, and baptized two perfons. O how 
lovely is the place where God difplays his holy prefence! We fat 
under his fhadow with great delight, and his banner over us was 
love. After the folemnities of worfhip were clofed, I took a very 
affectionate leave of the dear people, not expecting ever to fee 
them again. Several in diftrefs for their fouls, came to bid me 
farewel ; but were not able to utter a fingle word, while involun- 
tary tears ftole from their flowing eyes. Others begged of me to 
pray for them. O how my unworthy heart felt to leave them. 

Monday, fat out for home, preached once on the way, and 
arrived at my own houfe on Thurfday the 31ft of Auguft ; after 
an abfence of four months. Preached 123 fermons, attended 16 
conferences, baptized 11 perfons, and adminiftered the Lord’s 
fupper 3 times. I fpent much time in vifiting {chools, and from 
houfe to houfe. Took great fatisfaction in converfing with heads 
of families, with youth and children, upon the important concerns 
of their fouls. May the bleffed Jefus {pread the benign influence 
of his holy gofpel, till the earth fhall be filled with his glory. I 
fubfcribe myéfelf 


Your Servant in the Gofpel of the Son of God,

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Extracts from the laft Accounts of the Baptift Mif- 
fion in India. 


JANUARY 28th, 1809, Serampore was taken by the Englihh : 
—but the Miffionaries fay, ‘ This event has hitherto made no 
difference in our fituation ; and we have reafon to hope it will 
not in future.’ 


Cutwa. On the 12th, Mr. and Mrs. Robinfon fet off for Cutwa, 
to aflift Mr. Chamberlain for a few months. We have repeatedly 
mentioned Mr. C,’s diligence in preaching the word to large 
affemblies of people. The following is a fketch of one of his 
excurfions :—‘ We fet off for the great aflembly at Voirageetola. 
Arriving about noon, a crowd inftantly furrounded us, to whom 
I preached, though not without interruption, till evening. At 
night we laid ourfelves down under a tree, and flept in fafety. 
Soon after funrife the people began to aflemble by hundreds, and 
all the day, excepting fome {hort intervals for refrefhment, I con- 
tinued to diftribute traéts and preach the everlafting gofpel— 
Many thoufands heard the word in the courfe of the day, and the 
greater part very attentively. 

‘ Next morning, great numbers came early to hear the word ; 
our few remaining books and traéts were foon diftributed. At 
noon, | gave notice of our departure ; and then, before them all, 
prayed to the Moft High God. During this, the people attended 
in deep filence. We then took leave, amidft a multitude of 
falems and good wifhes. What fhall I return to the Lord for 
all his benefits! We are, through mercy, all well. Brother and 
fitter Robinfon have enlivened the fcene, and are to me a great 
relief.’ 


Rangoon. The Miffionaries F. Carey and Chater arrived there. 
‘ They received much kindnefs from an Englifh gentleman of the 
name of Rogets, by whem they were introduced to the Maywoon, 
or Governor of Rangocn. He inquired whether they had wives. 
Being anfwered in the affirmative, he fmiled, and faid, They 
were not pungees (that is, priefts) but forras (that is, inftructors). 
Mr. Rogers is what is called a Shaubundar, and is third in the 
government. He told the Miflionaries that the Governor was 
pleafed at their arrival ; and that, if they wifhed to build, or do 
any thing of that kind, and afked leave, it would be granted. 


‘Mr. F. Carey, who had ftudied medicine, and walked the 
hofpital at Calcutta, has introduced the Vaccine Inoculation in 
Burman.—His medical attention to the fhip’s company during 
the voyage, eas a prefent from the captain of a hundred 
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rupees. ‘They {peak of the Burmans, at prefent, as kind and 
good-natured. You may go into their houfes, and eat and drink 
with them, without any ceremony, and they wi'l do the fame 
with you. ‘ 

‘ The punifhments which thieves, and thofe who drink fpirits, 
&c. meet with in this country, are very fevere and frequent.— 
Within a few days, the Miffionaries faw the punifhment of be- 
heading, of cutting off the legs, of crucifying, and of pouring 
boiling lead down the throat! ‘ When we were there,’ fays Mr. 
€. * the Governor’s tume was much taken up in giving orders 
for punilhments. He has now been governor for 15. years. For- 
merly, he was too mild; for which he was called to an account 
by.the king of Ava: but now he is determined to be fevere with 
all thofe who deferve punifhment according to their laws, . Five 
or fix have been crucitied, and their bellies ripped up while alive, 
for murder. One of thefe has been executed fince our arrival. 
One had his legs cut off for running away from the army ; one 
had boiling lead poured down his throat for drinking a glafs of 
brandy ; and two women are to be given to a tyger, for mur- 
der.’ 


Fesruary, Serampore. A native Indian ordained ; account 
of Rughoo, a native convert, deceafed ; a number of pious {fol- 
diers found at Burhampore. 


Rangoon. Extracts from a letter from Mr. F. Carey :—* This 
afternoon a meflenger was fent to Mr. Rogers, defirmg me to 
wait upon the Maywoon immediately. Accordingly I dreffed 
and went, attended by Mr. Rogers, the Shaubundar, for my in~ 
terpreter. As it ts cullomary, I took off my fhoes at the outward 
fteps, and went into his inner apartment. The Maywoon was 
lying down. I approached him, as all the officers of government 
and others who wait upon him do, upon my hands and knees, 
and fat myfelf down on a carpet by Mr. Rogers, with my feet 
. from the minifter. He made feveral inquiries about the cowe 
pox (1 had already vaccinated more than 50 perfons, which ‘he 
had heard of); and after afking feveral queftions, he defired that, 
{ would vaccinate his children. I vaccinated about nine perfons 
in his houfe : two women, three of his children, and four others. 
His wife oppofed it at firft: however, fhe came and fat by me, 
and faw the whole procefs. Upon the whole, fhe feemed very 
much pleafed. 

To the king belong thirty-two provinces, fomething like the 
United States of America; and over each province. a maywoon 
is appointed, who has abfolute power over all the fubjects to do 
what he pleafes, and in whofe hands 1s life or death. 


Marcu, Serampore. Examination of pupils in the Chinefe lan- 
uage ; account of Mrs. Laflar, a Chinefe teacher.—kxtracts of 
a letter from Dr. Carey: * The Bible was printed in Malay, at 
Batavia, fome years ago. The whole is printed in Tamul; and 
the Syrian Bifhop of ‘Travancore is now fuperintending a tranfla- 
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tion of the Syriac into Malayala. I lately learned that the lan- 
guage of Cafhmire is a diftiné one. A few weeks ago 1 vifited 
the moft learned Hindoo now living. He fpeaks only Sungfkrit ; 
is more than eighty years old ; is acquainted with the writings, and 
has ftudied the fentiments of all their {chools of philofophy, com- 
monly called the Durfbumas of the Veda. This man has given his 
opinion againft the burning of women.’ 

Correfpondence with refpe& to forming new {tations in the 
Bootan territory. where the Bengalee language is fpoken ; alfo at 
Affam and Arracan. Journey into Oriffa, with a curious alter- 
cation between Kriftno and the Hindoos refpecting Jaggernaut. 
Kriftno faid, “ You are all going to fee Jaggernaut ; but he is 
made of a piece of wood. If there be fuch a one as Jaggernaut, 
he cannot live in wood nor ftone,—he would ftay in the mind of 
a Man.’ 

On his faying this, the Brahmans were very angry, and faid, 
* What! do you fay that our Jaggernaut is only a piece of wood?” 
Kriftno then replied, “ Exercife your judgment. If Jaggernaut 
can drive fin from the hearts of men, and give them an holy 
mind, then he is truly God: but he cannot dothis. If a man 
fteal, and go to Jaggernaut to be pardoned, he cannot take fin 
out of his heart, for he will return to his ftealing again.” —After 
confiderable converfation on this fubje@t, Krifino told them, that 

if they came to Jefus Chrift, he could cleanfe them from fin. 
The next morning, about five o’clock, they proceeded on their 
journey ; and about four o’clock in the afternoon arrived at Sur- 
bari. At this place they lodged at the houfe of a very poor man, 
who heard the gofpel with great attention. On the three follow- 
ing days they preached the gofpel at Devra and Raneerfarai, at 
which places they met with a great many people. From thence 
they went to Bagoonea, a pretty large village. At this place 
they met with an Orifla man, who fuperintends a number of 
fhip caulkers at Calcutta. This man told Kriftno, that he fhould 
be born eighty lacks of times ; that he did not know in what form 
‘ he fhould come, but that the laft time he would be born a man. 
Kriftno told him, that men would be born once, and die once, 
and that after this they would appear before the judgment-feat 
of Chrift. He then. proceeded to tell him of the great falvation 
which God has provided for finners, by Jefus Chrift ; and of the 
blefled hope which the Chriftian has of being raifed in the like- 
nefs of his Lord. During this converfation feveral people affem- 
bled, and paid great attention to what Kriitno faid, and affented 
to its truth.—This man alfo acknowledged the truth concerning 
Chrift. He continued a fellow-traveller with them the remainder 
of that day, and a great part of the next. After pafling through 
a number of {mall villages, they came to Bhudrufta. Here they 

had an opportunity of converfing with a number of Orifla Brah- 
mans, who manifefted great diflike to the gofpel! Many ftood by 
as {pectators ; among whom there was a woman, who heard very 
attentively. 
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Anniverfary of the London Miffionary Society, 
May 10, 11, and‘12,-1809. 


WE have once morc the pleafure of communicating to our 
numerous readers a particular account of the Meetings of the 
Miffionary Society,—Meetings which gladdened the hearts of 
thoufands, and enkindled new zeal in the glorious caufe of prop- 
agating the gofpel among the heathen ! | 

We thall beg leave to mtroduce our narration, by a delightful 
paragraph from the firft fermon preached on this occafion :—* It 
is the honour of the Chriftians of the prefent day, that their zeal 
has opened innumerable channels for itfelf, which did not occur 
to our fathers, or occurred only as objects of defire ; and that the 
new ftreams in which it flows have deepened as well as widened, 
and continue to roll with increafing rapidity in their progrefs to- 
wards futurity. Although we fall.fhort of fome former genera- 
tions of Chriftians in folidity of Scripture-knowledge, and perhaps 
alfo in individual eminence in grace,—yet I dare not, on the whole, 
fay, that the ‘ former days were better than thefe.’? Chriftians 
have learned not only to conceive noble plans for extending and: 
perpetuating the Redeemer’s fame, but to combine their exertions, 
in order to carry them into pra¢tice. The union of hearts, and 
purfes, and hands, have rendered that practicable, for which fol- 
itary efforts would have been totally inadequate. How would it 
have gladdened the hearts of our pious ancettors to have witnefled 
what (through divine mercy) our eyes have feen! May I add, 
with what inexpreflible delight muft they (looking down from 
their thrones) behold the aétivity which at prefent prevails amon 
the friends of Jefus tor the propagation of his name! Some call. 
ing forth the ftrength of their own religious denomination, and 
others uniting the exertions of all the lovers of Chrift, overlook- 
ing, in their zeal for the great object, their petty quarrels and 
minuter differences of fentiment ; rivalling, but not oppofing one 
another in their zeal for our common Lord. Some directing 
their efforts to one particular object or defcription of perfons, 
and fome to another; but all labouring for the honour of Jefus 
and the falvation of fouls ;—fome attending to the interefts of 
the gofpel at home ; and others ftretching their views and their 
arm to the uttermott parts of the earth. Schools ereéted in all 
quarters for the religious education of the young,—afylums for 
the reformation of the abandoned,—and places of worfhip for 
difpenfing the ordinances of the gofpel to the poor; the rude 
inhabitants of the villages enlightened, and the wild mountaineers 
tamed, by the communication and influence of evangelical knowl- 

edge ; and the Jewifh ftranger within our gates, negleéted till 
now and defpifed, receiving our commiferation and aid! Societies 
formed, funds collected, and prayers daily offered up for all the

inhabitants of the world. In a word, hands fkilful and zealous 
at work, not only at home, but in Tartary and India, to tranflate 
the Scriptures into languages which never before exprefied the 
bleffled name of Jefus ;—miffions fent to the frozen fhores of 
Greenland, and to the burning fands of Africa ; and faithful men 
devoting their lives to the fervice of Chrift and of precious fouls, 
on the weftern, as well as on the eaftern continent,—among the 
wretched Hottentots, and in the remoteft iflands of the Southern 
Ocean. . 

What a glorious fight ! Can fuch fire have been kindled with- 
out a live coal from the altar of God ? or, Can it exhauft itfelf 
in vain, when the Scriptures are made to fpeak all languages, 
and the fervants of Jefus, like the angel mentioned in the Reve- 
lation of John, are flying to every nation and kindred, and tongue 
and people, having the everlafting gofpel to preach unto them 
that dwell on the earth? Is it poflible that the name of Jefus 
{hall mot in due time be made known to all the world, and con- 
tinue to be remembered in all generations ? Thefe efforts are 
indications of the Divine intention,—means which he will blefs 
for accomplifhing it,—and tokens that ‘ the Ways are at hand, 
and the effect of every vifion.* * His name fhall endure for ever ; 
his name fhall be continued as long as the Sun; and men {hall 
be bleffed in him ; all nations fhall call him bleffed.? * This fhall 
be written for the generation to come; and the people that {hall 
be created fhall praife the Lord.’ 

The Report, which was very copious, was read by the Secre- 
tary ; and, we believe, proved a fource of great fatisfaction to the 
numerous aflembly, who heard, with heart-felt delight, that God 
hath, to many poor heathens, in different parts of the world, 
granted repentance unto life. The converfion of many of the 

ottentots in South Africa, and of a very confiderable number 
of flaves in the Weftern world, occafioned many thank{fgivings 
to God. While the Committee withdrew to nominate Direétors 
for the following year, Dr. Collyer delivered a very animating 
addrefs to the Society, whofe fatisfaction and delight was too 
great to be altogether fupprefled. The 133d Pfalm, defcriptive 
of the harmony which pervaded the aflembly, was then fung ; 
and Mr. Hogg, late of Thrapfton, concluded the pleafing folem- 
nity with prayer. [£van. Mag. 











Britifh and Foreign Bible Society. 


WHEN it is confidered that this Society has appropriated al- 
ready 3000/, to tranflations of the Scripture in Bengal ;——that it has 
given birth to inftitutions fimilar to its own in Germany, Pruffia, 
Sweden, Pennfylvania, and Nova-Scotia, abroad ; to five in differ- 
ent parts of Ireland, and to feveral in England ; that it has printed, 
or aided the printing or tranflating of the Scriptures, either in whole 
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or in part, in no lefs than 27 languages ;—that it “ has been the 
inftrument (as the Report very impreffively ftated) of communi- 
cating the words of Eternal Life to Cottages and Prifons, to 
Kindred and Aliens, to the Poor and Afflitted, in our own and 
foreign countries ;’” and that in its adminiftration and fupport, 
Chrittians of all denominations, who make the Scriptures the 
ftandard of their faith, moft zealoufly and harmonioufly co-op- 
erate,—it will fcarcely be thought extravagant to affirm, that no 
Inftitution of a religious nature ever accomplifhed fo much within 
the fame period of time ; ; or promifed, under the divine blefling, 
to produce fo rapid, peaceable, and effectual a diffufion of the 
Chriftian faith over the habitable world, 








LATER INTELLIGENCE FROM INDIA. 


Extract of a Letter from the Rev. Dr. Carey to the 
Editor, dated Nov. 2, 1809. 


My dear Brother, 


I LAKE the prefent opportunity of writing to you, after the 
long interruption of our correipondence by the American embar- 

; Lam induced fo much the more to do fo, from a wifh ex- 
Sreiled by our mutual friend Dr. Rogers of Philadelphia, who 
thinks that fome account of the flate of things in this quarter of 
the world might be a profitable article for your Magazine. 

I am a rather unfit perfon to write any thing which is to meet 
the public eye, becaufe, not keeping any memoranda of occur. 
rences, I am obliged to truft wholly to my memory ; and on this 
account I fhall rather confine myfelf to a narration of the prefent 
ftate of the caufe of God among us, than venture on a detail of 
what is paft, except to fhew the contraft between the former and 
prefent ftate of religion in India. 

Allow me likewile to obferve, that though the caufe of our 
Redeemer has confiderably gained ground in India, yet it would 
be a very difficult thing to point dire&ly to any one perfon as the 
inftrument by which this work has been accomplifhed ; and as 
difficult to fay that any individual has not been made ufeful, and 
contributed, as an inftrument, to the progrefs of the caufe of our 
Redeemer in this part of the world. A goodly number of per- 
fons of different defcriptions have been converted ; in feveral of 
them the convictions have been begun when they were in folitary 
fituations, unacquainted with any who made a profeflion of love 
to God, and in iome inftances without any apparent means. In 
others, the converfation of perfons brought to the knowledge 
of the truth, with their relations, neighbours, or acquaintances 
has been blefled. In feveral inftances, the labours of our breth- 
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ren who have been converted from heathenifm, have been blefled ; 
and, probably, in fome few inftances public preaching has been 
gracioufly owned. : 

In whatever way the work has been effeéted, it is evident that 
a very vifible work has been carried on; but as it has been grad- 
ual, its progrefs is belt conceived by comparing the prefent flate 
of religion with what it was fome years ago. 

When I firft arrived in this country, Nov. 11, 1793, there was 
one evangelical minifter of the Church of England in this town, 
who had been here feveral years, and befides him I knew of no 
one who profefled to love God, except myfelf and my colleague, 
Mr. Thomas. I have, however, reafon to believe that there 
might then be about half a dozen more in different parts of the 
country. I and my colleague removed to a great diftance up 
the country, where I had to ftudy the language, and where we 
publifhed the gofpel to the inhabitants arourld. Sometimes we had 
hopes concerning feveral perfons, but whether any were really 
converted is to this day a very doubtful thing. 

At the prefent time, however, through the {miles of our gra- 
cious God, things wear a different afpect ; befides fix evangelical 
clergymen of the Church of England, and two Prefbyterians, or 
Independent minifters, there are nine {tations occupied (or about 
to be occupied) by Baptift minifters in this prefidency, and five 
churches conftituted, in connexion with our miflion, befides the 
church and miflion flation at Rangoon in the Burman Empire.— 
When I firft arrived, there was no tranflation of the Bible in any 
of the Indian languages, except the Tamul ({poken from Madras 
to the fouthern extremity of the peninfula.) The whole of the 
Holy Scriptures is now publifhed in the Bengalee language, the 
whole New Teftament, and the third volume of the Old Tefta- 
ment, (Job—Canticles,) in the Ooriffa language, and the whole 
New Teftament in Sungfkrit ; befides this, the printing of the pro- 
phetical books in Ooriffa is begun ; the Sungfkrit is printed to the 
XXVth of Exodus. The New Teftament to the VIIIth chapter 
of Komans in Hindoofthannee, to the end of John’s Gofpel in 
Mahratta, and a beginning of printing in the Gujerattee, the 
language of the Seeks and the Chinefe, has been made.—The 
whole New Teftament and part of the Old is tranflated into the 
Talinga and Kurnata languages ;—but the printing mutt be de- 
layed till we can get types calt for them. AQ tranilation of the 
New Teitament is alfo begun in the Burman language, to which 
we hope foon to add that of Thibet. 

In Calcutta, the Lord has enabled us to erect a decent place o 
worthip 70 feet {quare, including a portico in front, which, how- 
ever, occupies nearly half of it. The congregation is about 150 
perfons. 'Thofe who are in church-fellowfhip and partake of the 
Lord’s fupper, are about 50; and [I truft the life of religion is 
felt among them. Our brother Krifhno (a Hindoo minifter) 
preaches nearly every day in the week at one part or other of 
the town. He is much refpected by his brethren, and owned of 
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God. The church at Serampore is one with that at Calcutta ; 
it confifts principally of native members, but I am not able to 
recollect the number. Brother Chamberlain is with the church 
at Cutwa ; he lately baptized 24 foldiers belonging to-one Euro- 
pean regiment ftationed in thé neighbourhood of that place.— 
Brother C. Carapeit Aratoon (an Armenian, called to the min- 
iftry by the church at Calcutta) is fettled with the church in Jef- 
fore ; he lately baptized four perfons. The church confilts. of 
15 or 16 perfons. Brother Mardon is with a fmall church at 
Goamalti, where he has baptized four or five perfons. Brother 
Fernandez is with the church at Dinagepore : he lately baptized 
four perfons. The church confifts of 10 or 12 members. My 
fecond fon, William Carey, is fettled at Sademehl, a few miles 
north of Dinagepote. Brother Robinfon has left Serampore to 
begin a miflion to Benton and Thibet. . Brother Moore, to fet up 
a  arbade near Patna; and in a few days brother John Peter (an 
Armenian called to the miniftry by the church at Calcutta) will 
leave this for Oorifla, where he will labour to begin a new miffion. 
Brother Chater and my eldeft fon (Felix Carey) are fettled in 
the miflion to Rangoon in the Burman empire, where there is a 
pleafing opening for them. They are ftudying the language, 
and have begun to preach to the Burmans. 

This is a fhort fketch of the prefent ftate of the work of God 
among us. On reviewing it, | am conitrained to rejoice in what 
the Lord has wrought, and to truft him to carry on his work 
to a greater extent. 

I truft you will alfo join our rejoicing, and add to it your 
prayers, that the infant caufe in India may be foftered by the 
gracious care of God, till a little one become a thoufand, and a 
{mall one a great nation.

THOUGHTS ON ADULTERY. 


[By the Bifhop of London. } 


Mr. Eviror, 


The following Obfervations of Bifbop Porteus, in his LeG@ure on Herod 
and Herodias, firuck me as deferving, at the prefent time, a place in 
your Magazine. Perhaps they may be ufeful in preferving Jome of 
our Youth from fins which entail mifery upon individuals, families, 
and nations in this life, and endlef{s woe on the immortal fouls of men. 


Yours, Cxion. 


IN the conduét of life, there is nothing more to be dreaded 
and avoided,—nothing more dangerous to our peace, to our 
comfort, to our chara¢ter, to our welfare here and hereafter, than 
a criminal attachment to an abandoned and unprincipled woman, 
—but particularly in the early period of life. It has been the 
fource of more mifery, and, befides all the guilt which naturally 
belongs to it, has led to the commiflion of more and greater 
crimes, than perhaps any other fingle caufe that can be named. 
We have feen into what a gulph of fin and fuffering it plunged 
the wretched Herod. He began with adultery; and he ended 
with murder, and with the total ruin of himfelf, his kingdom, and 
all the vile partners of his guilt! The fame has happened in a 
thoufand other inftances ; and there are, [ am perfuaded, few 
perfons here prefent, of any age or experience in the world, who 
cannot recollect numbers, both of individuals and of families, 
whofe peace, tranquillity, comfort, characters, and fortunes, have 
been completely deftroyed by illicit and licentious connexions of 
this fort. Nor is this the worft. The prefent effects of thefe 
vices, dreadful as they fometimes are, cannot be compared with 
the mifery which they are preparing for us hereafter. ‘The Scrip- 
tures everywhere rank thefe vices in the number of thofe pre- 
fumptuous fins, which, in a future life, will experience the fevereit 
marks of divine difpleafure. The world, indeed, treats them with 
more indulgence. ‘They are excufed and palliated, and even de- 
fended, on the ground of human frailty, of natural conftitution, 
of ftrong pafhions, and invincible temptations! and they are gen- 
erally confidered and reprefented in various popular performances 
(efpecially in thofe imported from foreign countries) as aflociated 
with many amiable virtues, with goodnefs of heart, with high 
principles of honour, with benevolence, compaffion, humanity, 
and generofity ! But whatever gentle names may be given to 
Senfuality and Licentiouinefs, whatever fpecious apologies may 
be made for them, whatever wit and talents may be employed in 
rendering them popular and fafhionable, whatever numbers,-what- 
ever examples may fan@ion or authorize them ; it is impoflible

that any thing can do away their natural turpitude and deformi- 
ty, or avert thofe punifhments which the gofpel has denounced 
againft them. They are reprefented there as things that ought 
not even 'to be named among Chriftians ;—as defiling the man, 
as warring againft the foul, as grieving the Spirit of God, as 
rendering men incapable of inheriting the kingdom of heaven, 
as expofing them’to the indignation of Him who is of purer eyes 
than to behold iniquity ; and, as if men had endeavoured in thofe 
days as well as our own, to foften, extenuate, and explain away 
the guilt of licentioufnefs, the apoftle adds, with great folemnity 
and earneftnefs, ‘ Let no man deceive you with vain words ; for 
becaufe of thefe things cometh the wrath of God upon the chil- 
dren of difobedience.’* Let:every man, then, who pretends to be 
a Chriftian, and lives in the habitual practice of the vices here 
condemned, weigh well thefe tremendous words. If there be 
any truth in the gofpel, they fhall not be vain words; nor will 
offences of this nature ever pafs unnoticed: or unpunifhed by the 
righteous Governor of the world: Thefe remarks are not intro- 
duced here without reafon. It is the peculiar prevalence of thefe 
very vices at this moment -which demands fuch animadverfions as 
thefe ; a prevalence, which I infer not merely from an imaginary’ 
eftimate of the low ftate of morals amongft us, founded cn ru- 
mour, on conjecture, or mifcon{truétion,—but from facts too well 
afcertained, and which obtrude themfelves on the notice of every 
obferving mind. I mean: thofe daring violations of the nuptial 
contract, and the frequent divorces refulting from. them, which 
feem daily gaining ground in this kingdom. This is a moft 
melancholy and incontrovertible proof of increafing depravity 
amongft us; and,-I am forry to-add, of depravity of the very 
deepett dye :. for inftances have not long fince occurred, in which 
the guilt of the parties too nearly refembled that of Herod, com- 
bining the two atrocious crimes of adultery and inceft ! Surely, 
tuch enormities as thefe are enough-:to make us tremble, and loudly 
call for the interpofition of the Legiflature, left they bring down 
upon us the juft vengeance of an offended God. *¢ Shall I not 
vifit for thefe things, faith the Lord ? Shall not-my foul be avenged 
on fuch a nation as this ?” 

Another reflection arifing from this fhort hiftory of Herod and 
John the Baptift is this, That although, in. the ordinary courfe 


* We cannot here avoid noticing tlie polite cant of the day, by which the 
adulterous interconrfe of a married ftrumpet with a married gentleman, is 
ityled, Living under bis protection !—a fhameful perverfion of language! Of 
the fame defcription is another phrafe, lately applied to the fame crime,—ZJn- 
difcretion ! ‘This mode of. foftening down the {criptural terms, by which our 
forefathers properly denominated this atrocious vice, has a moft pernicious ten- 
dency ; for it ferves to leffen in the mind, and efpecially in the'female mind, 
that abhorrence which ought to be entertained againft Fornication and Adule 
tery. Should this new phrafeology prevail, the old-fafhioned terms of Scripture 
will be thought obfolete, and, in a new verfion of the Decalogue, the Seventh 
Commandment ouvglit to be rendered, ‘ Thou fhalt not commit Indifcretion " 
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et divine adminiftrations, the punifhment of the wicked does 
not always overtake them here, but is referved for the laft awful 
day of account,—yet it fometimes happens (as I obferved in my 
laft Leéture) that their crimes draw after them their juft recom- 
penfe, even in the prefent life. This was eminently the cafe of 
the flagitious Herod; for, befides thofe terrors of confcience, 
which, as we have feen, perpetually haunted him, which raifed 
up before him terrific forms and agonizing apprehenfions, and 
reprefented John the Baptift as rifen from the dead to avenge his 
crimes,—we are:informed by the hiftorian Jofephus, that his mar- 
riage with Herodias drew upon him the refentment of Aretas, 
king of Arabia,—and Petrea, the father of his firlt wife, declared 
war againft him; and, in an engagement with Herod’s army, 
defeated it with great flaughter. ‘ This,’ fays the hiftorian, 
‘ the Jews confidered as a juft judgment of God upon Herod, for 
his murder of John the Baptilt; and, net long after this, both he 
and Herodias were deprived .of their kingdom by the Roman 
Emperor, and fent into perpetual banifhment ;’ and, it is added, 
by another hiftorian, that their daughter Salome met with a 
violent and untimely death. Inftances like this are intended to 
fhew, that the Governor of the Univerfe, though he has appointed 
a diftant period for the general diitribution .of his rewards and 
punifhments, yet, in extraordinary. cafes, he will f{umetimes inter- 
pofe to chaftife the bold offender,—to affert his fuperintending 
providence and fupreme dominion over all his.creatures, and to 
give them the moft awful proofs that, from his all-fearching eye, 
no wickednefs can be concealed.

REVIVAL OF RELIGION IN SUTTON, MASS. 


&xtract of a Letter to the Editor, dated Feb. 15, 
1810. 


Dear and honoured Sir, 


I WOULD with to give you an impartial account of ‘the . 
good work of God in the firft Baptized Church in this town, &c. 
Before the work began, matters appeared very difcouraging. I 
felt much tried, thinking my own ftupidity had been the procuring 
caufe of the deadnefs of others: and to heighten my diftrefs, 
Arminians faid, the doétrine which I preached would not meet 
the approbation of Heaven. But I was under no temptation to 
alter ; for I had obferved, that where errors are preached, and 
converts made, they generally turn out counterfeits; therefore, 
! was determined to preach the fovereignty and power of God in 
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regeneration, and the neceflity of gofpel obedience, for which 
purpofe fouls are converted. Under thefe trials I endeavoured to 
encourage mylelf with this promife, Jn due feafon you fall reap if 
you faint not. And about one year ago, God was pleafed to begin 
this good work, although it was not apparent till fome time in 
April laft. It was firft difcovered in this way : I had been for 
fome time convinced of the neglect of my duty, in vifiting the 
people. At length, inthe month of April, 1 appointed to vifit at 
the houfe of a friend on Saturday in the afternoon ; and, as a 
number of people came in, we thought proper to turn our vifit 
into a conference, or prayer-meeting. . We have continued this 
conference to this day, once in two weeks, Saturday in the after- 
noon. The above meeting was introduced by prayer; then a 
young man from the weft end of the north parifh, (where the 
work has been prevalent fince) wifhed to relate the exetcifes of 
his mind. By this relation it appeared that he had experienced 
a change of heart fome years fince, but had not made a profeflion 
of religion. It feemed that the great Head of the Church laid 
a neceflity on him at this time to ftep forward in obedience. Di- 
rectly after, a young married woman in the neighbourhood where 
we heid our meeting, who had been brought into gofpel liberty 
but two days before, related the experience of her mind. Thefe, 
with one other woman, went forward in baptifm the next week. 
We foon found that not only thefe, but a number more, had been 
under ferious impreflions of mind ever fince the month of Febru- 
ary laft; though nothing vifible appeared. On this occafion I 
preached from thefe words ; Surely the Lord is in this place, and £ 
knew it not. 

The work which had begun apparently without means, feemed 
to progrefs but flowly till the fall of the year, when it fpread 
more rapidly in the weft part of the town, and into the edge of 
Oxford adjoining, and alfo into Ward, where is a {mall branch 
of our church. “A number have alfo been brought into liberty 
under Brother Boomer’s preaching, who is a fettled minifter in- 
Charlton. He preaches in Ward one Lord’s day in each month. 
His labours have been bleifed there. 1 preached at a brother 
Golden’s, in Ward, the laft evening ; and I think the appearance 
is as favourable as it hath been at any time. 

In this town, the work feems to become more gener: ul ; though 
in my particular neighbourhood, the appearance is not fo great. 
In the neighbourhood of Deacon Marble, there has been a great 
difplay of fovereign grace, and a goodly number have “been 
converted, as we hope and truft, who have put on Chrift by 
baptif{m. 

I am not infenfible, that we are liable to attribute too much to 

‘means ; yet inafmuch as God hath inftituted means, we know he 
is wont to blefs them to the praife of the glory of his grace. Upon 
this ground, 1 mention the privileges enjoyed in the above neigh- 
bourhood ; ; it being a central place, between Ward and our meet. 

ing-houfe ; Not only fo, but being much water there, made it cop- 
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venient for adminiftering the ordinance of baptifm ; confequently 
a number of our baptizing meetings have been attended in that 
vicinity, and have been accompanied with the bleffing of Heaven. 


_. Many of our occafional meetings have been in a fchool-houfe near 


by, and feveral of our minifiers have preached in that neighbour- 
hood, whofe labours have been much bleft. 

Brother Thomas Paul, from Bofton, has vifited us twice. The 
firft fermon he preached in Sutton,-was at the fchool-houfe above- 
mentioned. A number were awakened under his preaching that 
evening ; and his labours among us have been much bleft. 

Thus the good work went on in this neighbourhood till about 
the fore part of January, when it feemed to be more languid ; 
but as we continued our meetings on Lord’s day evening, and 
other occafional meetings, (alfo, in the above-mentioned {chool- 
houfe the Congregational brethren have had conference meetings; ) 
we obferved about three weeks ago, that the work feemed to re- 
vive. The three laft meetings were attended with a heavenly 
folemnity. It was now perceived, that there was an unufual feri- 
oufnefs upon the minds of a great number of the fchool children. 
Yetterday 1 was informed by Deacon Marble, that about twelve 
o’clock, between twenty and thirty of the fcholars came to his 
houfe ; a number of which were under great diftrefs of foul. 
After exhorting and praying with them, he repaired to the {chool- 
houfe to fee the Preceptor, who informed him, that it was in vain 
to try to teach them that afternoon, or as the ftate of their minds 
then was. As the fchool was compofed of children both of the 
Baptifts and Congregationalifts, he called in fome of the brethren 
of both denominations, who {pent the afternoon and evening in 
exhortation and prayer. The work has been fpreading for about 
two months among the Congregationalifts in this town. I hope 
‘ may {pread not only through this town, but through this whole 

and. 

There have been 45 added to our church, and a number more 
are about to go forward in obedience to the divine command. 

But I with to be more particular as it refpects fome circum- 
ftances which have attended the work. As I mentioned at the 
firft, it feemed to progrefs flowly, and but few appeared to be 
brought into liberty. Some old converts, who had never made a 
profeffion of religion, were brought to a fenfe of their duty, and 
came forward as fome of the firlt fruits of the reformation. One 
of this number, who was a worthy member of fociety, came for- 
ward in obedience to his Lord and Mafter; and as foon as he 
ftepped out of the way, a number of his children were brought 
into gofpel liberty. Among thefe was a little daughter, of about 
14 years of age. Her ftubborn heart determined to ftand it out. 
Neither exhortations of parents, nor fermons, made any impref- 
fion on her mind. However, one evening a woman being at the 
houfe, afked her to go with her to one of the neighbours, which 
fhe did. While on the way, fhe feemed to be very light and airy ; 
but as foon as fhe entered the houfe, and had fat down, the power 
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of God came upon her, and eternity. was opened to her view! 
The family perceived her countenance to fall, and that fhe was 
in great diftrefs; but not being apprifed of the caufe, applied 
medicine,—but no relief could be obtained till the great Phyfician 
applied the balfam of life. - After relating her experience, fhe 
faid, “ I am afraid I am not a Chriftian ; but I do love the Chrift- 
ians, and cannot bear the thought of being parted from them.” 

Some of the enemies of truth, who fay we frighten children, 
acknowledge this to be the. finger and power of God. 

It has been pleafing to obferve, with what calmnefs and forti- 
tude of mind, not only our fex, but even delicate females, went 
forward in baptifm in the wintry feafon, without the leaft intimi- 
dation. A young woman who was baptized in December, after 
the fervice was over, came to me and afked, *“* Where, Sir, is the 
crofs which they tell of in baptifm? I have found none.” From 
which I draw this conclufion, that the crofs appears greater in 
contemplating our duty, than in doing it. Many of our converts 
honeftly own, the former enmity of their hearts againft election, 
‘ or the fovereignty of God ; but now, fay they, ‘ We view it as 
the only ground of our falvation.” 

I with to add one circumftance more before I clofe. A young 
gentleman who lived in the vicinity, who did not give credit to 
the word of God, thought it no harm to oppofe and ridicule the 
work going on among us. ‘One evening, his wife’s brother, a 
young man who was apt in mimicking, came in to fee him, when 
he afked him to preach him a fermon. Well, (rephed he) I will 
preach like S. W. and lifting up his hand, he uttered thefe words, 
“Turn ye, turn ye, for why will ye die ?” which words were in- 
ftantly faftened on his mind, fo that he never found relief till he 
found it in Chrift. He has fince made a profeffion of religion, 
and is now a worthy member with us. The young preacher alfo 
has been wrought upon within a few days. O my God, fend thy 
victorious gofpel far and wide.

Extract of a Letter from the Rev. Silas Stearns to 
the Editor, dated Freeport, May 24, 1809. 


_ Dear Sir, 


YOU have undoubtedly received fome intelligence refpecting 
the work of God in this place.—Towards the clofe of the laft fea- 
fon, the Lord was pleafed to blefs the labours of Brother Thomas 
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Paul and others, to the converfion of a number of fouls in ‘this 
town. . 

At the requeft of the baptized brethren, (after receiving ordi- 
nation at North Yarmouth,) I removed to this place. I have 
now been here about eighteen months, endeavouring, in my ftam- 
mering way, to proclaim the glorious gofpel. The church, when 
I came to them, confifted of only 17 members ; it has fince-been 
happily increafed to between 50 and 60. Since I received ordi- 
nation, I have baptized between 40 and 50, in this and in other 
places. Among this number is a Mr. Woodman, fludent at law, 
who received his education at Dartmouth College. It is hoped, 
the Lord defigns him for ‘ufefulnefs in his church. 

For a number of months paft, we have had reafon to fear, that 
the work among us had in fome meafure fubfided. But Saturday, 
May 13th, our hai were encouraged, by hearing five perfons 
relate their experience, in order to baptifm. One of the number 
was my honoured mother, in the 69th year of her age. She had 
for about 40 years been a member of a Pedobaptift church. She 


has lately been convinced that infant baptifm is not a “divine 
rite,” and could take.no reft until fhe made a publick acknowl- 


edgment of it. Laft Lord’s day, fhe {with three others) was 
led by her youngeft fon down into the liquid tomb of her baptiz- 
ed Lord and Matter. What cannot the Lord perform ? 

As to the prefent ftate of the church, although not fo much 
engaged as in days palt, yet the members generally appear to be 
ftedfaft. In fome of the neighbouring towns, there appears to 
be a little cloud gathering ; particularly in Bath and Woolwich. 
O that God would pour out abundantly of-his Spirit, and gather 
in his ele& from all quarters ; and caufe * old Babel” to thake 
to her centre. For which let Zion: pray without ceafing.

Revival of Religion in the County of Ontaria, State 
of New-York. 


[Extra of a Letter, from the Rev. }. Irons, to the Editor, dated 
at Palmyra, December 26, 1809. ] 


Rev. and dear Sir, 


BEING perfuaded, that to hear of the victories of Prince Im- 
manuel, the glorious {pread of his growing empire, ereéted on 
the ruins of Satan’s falling kingdom, will afford much heart-felt ° 
pleafure, and awake ten thoufand fongs of praife in the hearts of 
our American Ifrael,—I with to communicate to you, fomething 
of what God hath wrought for us in this weftern country. 

As I confider your Mieezine a vehicle by which much ufeful _ 
information is communicated to the Zion of God, I with you to 
give this a place in the fame if you may judge it beft. 

Notwithftanding the .wintry feafon which the church in this 
place hath experienced, we kept up conferences for more than fix 
months before the Lord in great mercy opened the windows of 
heaven, to pour us out a blefling. 

In the month of May, 1808, fome of our brethren and fifters 
awoke from their fupinenefs, and took down,their harps which 
hung in mournful filence upon the weeping willows, and decamped 
from the cold ftreams of Babylon. This was demonftrated by 
the increafe of numbers in our conferences, and by the freedom 
of Chriftians in fpeaking, and their fervency in prayer for the {al- 
vation of poor perifhing finners, 


In June following, feveral young perfons feemed to be con- 
cerned about their eternal intereft. 
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As I had previoufly engaged to take a miflionary tour, I com- 
menced my journey on the zoth of June, travelling to the fouth- 
weft, towards the Long Range of the Allegany Mountains. I 
purfued my rout about 80 miles, and preached with great freedom 
to many deftitute and crowded affemblies, in the Counties of 
Steuben and Allegany. I think I felt fome ardent defires for the 
falvation of fouls, while I heard their frequent Macedonian cries. 
While here, my heart was fo drawn towards Palmyra, that I 
returned in two weeks, not thinking it beft to tarry from home 
any longer. 

On my arrival, I baptized one perfon, and found conviction 
faft increafing on the minds of many of my dear people. 

The Saturday following was our preparatory meeting, on which 
we enjoyed a heavenly feafon. 

On the Lord’s day following I baptized eleven perfons. As 
we had no meeting-houfe at this time, we met in the open air, 
where the thronged multitude liftened with folemn filence to the 
word preached. 

When we aflembled at the water-fide, where prayer was wont 
to be made, we felt in our hearts the fenfible prefence of the 
Prince of Peace, owning and blefling the facred inftitution of 
baptifm. This was a day long to be remembered by many. 
Many came forward after this, and dated their firft awakenings 
from this memorable day. From this happy period the all- 
conquering grace of God fpread the work in every direétion. 
We received almoft weekly additions, until the then following 
{pring. 

In this blefled revival of religion, the church in Palmyra has 
received more than 100 perfons, many of whom are the blooming 
youth. God hath alfo hag vifited a number of the circum- 
jacent towns. In Phelps, Williamfon, Gorham, and Northfield, 
together with Palmyra, feveral hundreds have been added to the 
churches. In the latter part of October laft, a fmall number of 
baptized believers were fellowfhipped in Northfield, as a church 
of Chrift. I have vifited them feveral times fince, and have had 
the moft precious feafons among them which I ever experienced. 
I baptized 11 perfons on one of thefe vifits. There are now 32 
perfons belonging to this church; many of whom are efteemed 
in fociety as valuable characters, and are of refpectability in the 
church. 

Brother Daniel Brown has lately been ordained to the work of 
the miniftry in that place, and the work of reformation is rapidly 
increafing among them. 

The Lord reigns, let the earth rejoice ; let the multitude of the 
ifles be glad thereof. 


“ Wonders of grace to God belong, 
Repeat his mercies in your fong.” 
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Now unto Him who is able to do exceeding abundantly above 
all that we afk or think, according to the power that worketh in 
us, unto him be glory in the church throughout all ages, world 
withoat end.

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THE IMPORTANCE OF MITE SOCIETIES. 


Extract of a Letter from a refpectable Minifter in 
South-Carolina to the Editor, dated Georgetown, 
January 16, 1810. ae 


Rev. and dear Brother, 


AMONG many things with which 1 am pleafed in your Mag- 
azine, is the account of the Mite Societies. ‘Thefe fhow us, in the 
plaineft manner, how the poor may come up to the help of the 
Lord againft the mighty. Were every Baptift to contribute a 
fingle cent per week, (and furely we fhould think they might be 
perfuaded and affifted to do as much as that) what a confiderable 
{um might be raifed in this way for miflionary purpofes. I pre- 
fume the Communicants in the feveral Baptift churches in the 
Union, amount to at leaft One Hundred Thoufand: A hundred 
thoufand Cents a week ! : 

Is it poflible that the amazing fum of 52,000 Dollars may be 
annually raifed among ourfelves? And fo raifed as {carcely to 
be felt by the pooreft perfon! Why not do it? Indeed Iam 
determined to fet about the bufinefs immediately. . 

What have we been doing, I mean in our State, all this time ? 
True, we have raifed a contiderable fum annually for religious 
purpofes ; but in a way that has been a heavy tax on fome ;_ but 
befides thofe contributions, “ Mite Societies” fhould be encour- 
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aged. The thought is pleafing to raife fo much, and almoft tog 
without knowing it. 

I have been informed, that the Methodift Society in England 
raife more money than any other fociety of Diflenters : if fo, it 
mutt be in this {mall way. I recolleét when I was a boy, they 
exacted a penny-a week from every member, even from the very 
pooreft. ‘They alfo fold a great many little tra¢ts, from the 
price of a penny to a fhilling ; from all which fomething was 
raifed. 

Thefe Mites, when collected together, we fee from the examples 
you have given us, become valuable. May every Baptilt be in- 
fluenced to promote fo good a defign. For my own part, I fhall 
think more of a cent than I ever did before, and fhall endeavour 
to encourage others to promote fuch focieties. How much good 
may be done by gathering up the fragments, that nothing may be lof! 








RELIGIOUS INTELLIGENCE. 


A Church conftituted on the Holland Purchafe. 


The Baptift Church of Chrift in Townfhip No. 10, on the Helland 
Purchafe, to the Maffachufetts Baptifi Miffionary Society, fendeth 
greeting. 


Beloved Fathers and Brethren, 


WE feel ourfelves under obligations of gratitude to God and 
to you, for the labours of Elder Peter P. Roots, one of your Mif- 
fionaries. We detire alfo to make known to you our prefent fit 
uation, and to requeft further affiftance from your benevolent. 
Society. 

A few profeffors of religion in this place have endeavoured, for 
fome time patt, to keep up the public worfhip of God among our- 
felves. And fince Auguft, 1806, we have had frequent confer- 
ences together, to fee if we could find a union in fentiment and 
practice. And in this way we have had the fatisfaction of gaining 
a pleafing iellowfhip with one another. 

January 30th, 1808, we received the fellowfhip of feveral 
miniftering brethren as a Chriftian Church. The next day, Elder 
Butler preached with us, and baptized one perfon. Elder Roots 
has baptized feveral fince that time, and fome others appear to be 
under ferious impreflions of mind. We believe this church is the 
only one of any denomination on this Purchafe. Nor do we 
know of one fettled minifter in all this extenfive trac. To us it 
appears a matter of great importance, that fome faithful minifter 
ihould be ftaiioned fome where in this vicinity, who might labour 
2 confiderable part. of his time in this neighbourhood, and pay 
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iome particular attention to this infant church. Some of us have 
been acquainted with Elder Roots for a number of years before 
we came into thefe parts ; and it is our requeft, that he may be 
appointed a Miffionary, to preach with us, ftatedly a part of the 
time, if the Society think it confiftent with their duty. We would 
not be too felfifh in our requeft; for we hope it will be in our 
power to defray a confiderable part of the expenfe, for that part 
of his time which he may fpend with us. We are as yet in our 
infancy, and the people in general are in debt for their lands, and 
{carcely know how to pay the intereft of what they owe. Yet 
we feel willing to do all we can to have the gofpel ftatedly 
preached to us, and to our children. We are alfo pleafed and 
affected to hear our neighbours inquire, What muff we do to be 
faved ? 

If a judicious minifter had a fixed refidence in fome place in 
this vicinity, we think it would be a great benefit to the inhabit- 
ants in many other places around him. ‘They would know where 
to call on him for advice, and for occafional preaching. He might 
alfo take frequent tours for a week or two at a time, to preach 
the gofpel in this deftitute region. Hoping that you will take 
our requeft into due contideration, we do, with fentiments of re- 
{pect and efteem for your benevolent inftitution, fubfcribe our- 
{elves
